War Preparations. 


Quietly-Russian Officers Aiready 
Decorated for Their Action. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

St. Pererssuae, April 10.—The morn- 
ing newspapers throughout Russia, with 
very few exceptions, commenting on the 
recent battle between Russians and Af- 
ghans on Kushk River, are very bellicose 
in their utterances, and charge Earl Duaf- 
ferin and Sir ,Peter Lumsden with pro- 
voking a war by advising the Afghans to 
advance on Pol Khista, which the British 
officials knew was part of the Russian ter- 
ritory. The Afghans, they say, also fully 
understood that Pol Khista was Russian 
| territory, and would never have attempted 
to advance their pickets to that point 
unless strongly urged to do so by British 
officials. The-war party 1ully indorse the 
assertions of these newspapers, and are 
very pugnacious Over the affair. 

Lonpon, April 10.—It was stated at the 
Foreign Office this afternoon that Russia 
had not yet replied to the demand of 
England for\a full explanation respecting 
the Russian attack on the Afghans on 
Kushk River. 

Lonpon, April 10.—1t is reported that 
the Queen will return to England imme 
diately from Aix-les-Baines, France. Ia 
view of the crisis in the relations between 
England and Russia, 6000 men from . the 
army reserves and the whole militia will 
be called out. The naval reserves will 
be used for home defense. 

GLADSTONE’S EXPLANATION. 
Lonpon, April 10.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Gladstone said that a 
reply was received from Russia last 
night. This stated that Russia had al- 
ready asked General Komaroff to exvlain 
his conduct in attacking the Afghans at 
Penjdeh. Gladstone added that Russia 
had not received General Komaroff’s ex- 
planation in regard to the question of the 
present occupation of Penjdeh. Mr. 
Gladstone stated he had been in com 
munication upon this subject with Sir 
Edward Thornton, British Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg, and that the latter had 
informed him that the Russians do not 
oecupy Penjdeh, but have returned to 
the positions they occupied before the | 
battle with the Afghans. 

ORDERS FOR FIELD GUNS. 
Lonpon, April 10.—Leading officials at 
the Woolwich arsenal have been sum- 
moned to the War Office to attend a con- 
ference upon the question of the dispatch 
of war material to India.

| A Tobacco Topic. 


The Weekly Censor, of this city, bas 
an appreciative editorial on General 
Grant, in the course of which it enters 
a vigorous protest against a common 
habit of ascribing to the Almighty 
_the afflictions and the death of men, 
when the causes thereof are directly 
traceable to human and earthly sources. 
Our cotemporary says with force and 
truth: 

To say ‘‘it has pleased God to afflict 
General Grant,’’ is not only an irrev- 
erent blasphemy, but it is absolutely. 
untrue, scientifically, scripturally and 
every way.untrue. It would be as cor- 


rect to’say it has pleased God to assas- 
sinate Lincoln or Garfield. 

We subscribe to this view without 
qualification or reserve; but of the truth 
of the next succeeding paragraph in the 
Censor’s censure we are not so well 
convinced: 

It is not disrespectful or unkind to 
General Grant to tell the simple truth, 
that his very intemperate use of to- 
bacco has caused a caucer in the tongue 
where it cannot be removed and must 
be fatal. It seems too that it has very 
naturally diseased his heart, as it does 
with most immoderate users of tobacco. 


These unqualified expressions of a 
belief that General Grant’s malady is 
the direct resuit of the use of tobacco 
are not supported with any unanimity 
by concurrent medical. testimony, and 
as this is a subject which may safely 
and fairly be left to the medical frater- 
nity ior decision, we are willing to 
await that jadgment before pronounc— 
ing an ipse dixit, such as the above, in 
regard to the matter. The writer 
of this article is -not a _ user 
of tobacco in any form, and is perfectly 
unbiased and impartial in any discus- 
sion regarding its effects. What we 
should like to get at is the exact facts, 
to be ascertained from scientific investi- 
tion, touching a matter about which— 
especially since General Grant’s iliness 
—there has been much heated discussion 


' throughout the country. The subject is 


one of sufficient consequence to the 

“BY 
persons, and the rendering of an un- 
biased judgment thereor which shall 
carry weight and ‘‘ge into the books’’ 
as authority. The subject should not 
be approached in a spirit of fanaticism 
or prejudice if accurate results are to 
be reached. The dogmatic dictum of 
the anti-tobacconists that General Grant 
is dying from the effects of smoking 
cannot be accepted unquestioned, with- 
out further evidence in proof of the 
assertion. 


It shouid be remembered here 
that the General, by his own 
testimony, ceased the of 


tobacco as long ago as last December. 
He quit the habit of his own motion, 
and says he suffered no inconvenience 
after the second day. 

The facts are whit the world wants, 
and them we shall take pains to print, 
impartially, when they shall have been 
developed by competent and impartial 
investigators. 

The probability is, however, that a 
decision will never be reached upon 
which men of opposing views—and 
tastes—will unite. Habit is strong, 
and lovers of ‘‘the weed’”’ will continue 
to champion their choice, even if it 
should be decided by a jury of doctors 
that tobacco kills. |

And her $250 gold medal 
for best general display of citrus fruits 
in variety from any individual, so¢iety, 
State or country, has little practical sig- 
nificance, since it is a ‘‘special sweep- 
stakes premium authorized by the Di- 
rector-General in September,’’ and was 
intended as a stimulus to enhance the 
attractiveness of the general display.

ual effort and enterprise. The following 
foreigu countries have been represented 
in this exhibit: The State of Sonora, 
Mexico, and British Honduras; while 
in this country the Stater of Florida, 
California, Mississippi und Louisiana 
have been represented. The greater part 
of the entire exhibit has been from 
Florida and California, and great credit 
is due the private exhibitors from these 
States. There were a number of exhibi- 
tors who did not compete for premiums 
and whose names do not appear upon the 
entry books, but who: have materially 
added to thé interest of the general dis- 
play.
